If $34, 4*17.50 was pledged on the 
University o<f Kentucky campus with- 
in less than one week when only $25.- 
000 of the $200,000.00 needed was ex- 
pected, then it is not safe to say what 
the University of Kentucky Alumni 
and friends are going to add to the 
$175,000.00 expected of them. Ken- 
tucky will have a stadium, a basket- 
ball auditorium, a Patterson monu- 
ment, and many more Kentucky stu- 
dents will be helped by the University 
of Kentucky student loan fund if the 
alumni respond as loyally as did the 
campus folk. 

The campaign to ra se $25,000.00 was 
started on the campus Wednesday 
night and was officially ended Friday 
night with a return of $34,253.

The 
Cats ran a pretty race but the Ten- 
ne»see relay team was too strong. 

Dope was reversed by both teams 
as it was thought that Kentucky 
would take all the track events and 
Tennessee the field events.

Rules of Etiquette
